A VICARS OPINION OF SO- 
CIETY JOURNALS. 



The Rev. W. Macoreoor, M.A., 
vicar of Tain worth, and formerly of 
Liverpool, has just issued an address to 
hia parishioners, in which he says: "If, 
as I suppose the}* must do, the news- 
papers of the present day show by their 
contents the state of the mind of the 
people of England, it is high time for 
all who care for her destiny, and be 
lieve that she has a work to do for God 
in the world, to warn those who are 
still pure, who still value what isnoblo 
and good, and who still havo some 
greatness of mind left, of the dangers 
■which lie in their way, and which so 
few seem to see for themselves. What 
are called 'Society' papers are tho chief 
offenders. They are full of tittle-tattle 
and gossip about public and private 
individuals, whispering imputations, 
indecent inuendos. They have to do 
with tho infinitely little; they appeal to 
what is snobbish and mean in our na- 
ture; they supply hints for impure 
thoughts, and destroy the germ of 
charity within us by their mean and 
pitiless impudence. Their editors are to 
Bociety liko tho dogs of an Eastern 
city — running up and down to try ami 
make a living out of the gutters and 
middens, except that they do uot keep 
it for themselves, but crow and cackle 
liko a cock on a dung heap, to all the 
silly and idle, the impure and the 
mean, to come and enjoy with them 
the filthy treasure they have discover- 
ed. Mean and littleminded them- 
selves, they look through their own 
spectacles at the character of 
others, and see as they only can see, 
tho littleness, the faults and tho follies. 
The harm such papers do to those who 
read them is immense. They poison 
the mind with the foulest impurity, 
and that of the most dangerous kind, 
because it is generally implied and in- 
sinuated. Are uot the readers fools 
who suppose that the mind can bo kept 
in health by unwholesome food ? Can 
tho body bo healthy which feeds on 
filth and rottenness ] If you are still 
pure, if you still appreciate what is 
noble- and good in thought and action, 
if you still cherish any respect for 
others, put from you, as you would 
poison, the filth, the stupidity, and tho 
scandal which newspapers put in your 
way. Make it your rule never to read 
anything in any paper which borders 
on the filthy and impure, and never to 
read at all those society papers, tbq 
breath of whose life is nastiness, scan- 
dals and trivialties. Look out for what 
is ennobling, and pure, and healthy, for 
what touches the intorests and welfare 
of mankind, and leave aside tho tittle- 
tattle and gossip." 

THE SEW DIGGINGS. 



The Government have a chance to 
partially redeem themselves — if there 
be any redemption for the graceless 
lot Mr. Walter Robinson, one of 
the discoverers of the Skagit River 
diggings, is in town. He is anxious 
to return with supplies to the diggings 
where he left his partners at work. 
He knows the difficulties and expense 
that attend tho "etting in of supplier 
through American territory, and is 
anxious to avoid them by returning 
via Fraser River and Fort Hope. The 
distance from Hope to the main Skagit 
is 25 miles, and from the main 
Skagit to the diggings, '25 miles more. 
The diggings lie partly in British Col 
umbia. Mr. Robinson proposos to 
blaze a trail from Hope to tho dig- 
gings if the Government will contri- 
bute towards the tost. He will wait on 
the Premier to-day with a proposition, 
and if that official can spare sutEeiem 
time from Dominional duties to attend 
to Provincial matters it is probable 
that Mr. Robi.vso.v will get an audi- 
ence. A trail opened from Hope would 
secure the lion's share of the trade of 
the new district for Victoria. The 
merchants owo it to themselves to see 
tint a favorable reply is given to any 
reasonable proposition. 

NO MAIL. 

Ever since the conviction of HARRI- 
SON for stealing letters at the 150-mile 
houso th" post-ofiice at that point has 
been closed. For a long time the es- 
tablishment has been in new and most 
respectable hands ; but the people of 
that large and rich district, of which 
the 150-mile house is the centre, have 
so far looked in vain for a renewal of 
postal privileges. They feel tho want 
keenly, and it does seem unjust that 
they should be denied one of the great- 
est boons the Government can confer 
on a population because of the dishon 
esty of one man who was immediately 
detected and is now expiating his crime 
in prison. Sodom and Gomorrah were 
given a better show. They would not 
have been destroyed had there been a 
few just men besides Lot within their 
walls ; but in British Columbia a whole 
community of good settlers is being 
punished because of the wickedness of 
one man. We feel sure that this griev- 
ance has only to be called to Mr. Wal 
lace's attention r.n in«nm nrnniptaction.

AST-AWFUL COMBAT. 

DETAILS OF T11E BATTLE BETWEEN THE 
Hl'ASCAR AND THE CHILEAN FLEET. 



Extraordinary Valor, against Fearful 
Odds, of tho Officers and Crow 
of. tho Pomyian Vessel. 

[Special Dispatch to tho Oregonian.f 

New York, 2^ov. Id. — South Amer- 
ican mails bring the following dotails 
of the capture of the Huascar: 

From the moment the Chilean iron- 
clad appeared on the horizon, steaming 
rapidly towards the Huascar from tho 
northward, whilst the Blanco Encala- 
da was steadily pursuing tho ram from 
tho south, Admiral Grau perceived 
clearly that his ship was doomed, but, 
brave man as ho was, no thought of 
surrender entered his mind, and the 
whole ship's company assumed their 
appointed stations for tho struggle with 
a conviction that no human power 
could extricate tho Huascar from such 
overwhelming forces as those present- 
ed by the Chilean vessels. From the 
decks and tops of the two vessels a 
fire of musketry and gattling guns was 
incessant, and on the Huascar tho ef- 
fect was becoming painfully apparent. 

One hour and eight minutes after 
tho commencement of the fight, the 
Huascar had discharged her turret 
pieces 25 times against tho Cochrane, 
tho latter replying with 30 shots. At 
this moment the Chilean ironclad ar- 
rived at the scene and immediately 
opened fire, first directing her fire to 
the Huascar's fighting turret and tho 
little tower near tho smoke-stack, 
which is the battle station of the com- 
mander. Tho Blanco's guns wero ex- 
cellently served and their effect ter- 
rible. The tower was carried away 
and Admiral Grau taken down below 
for the care of surgeons, with one of 
his legs torn off. While in the cabin 
a solid 300 pound shot from tho Blan- 
co struck the ram in tho storn destroy- 
ing her stearing gear, and passing di- 
rectly through the ship, loft a gaping 
aperture large enough for a boat to 
enter. This shot killed the bravo ad- 
miral, his aide, Lieut. Fere, and sever 
al others. Capt. Elias Aguirre assum 
ed command of the ship on the death 
of the admiral, and took his station in 
the gun turret; but on this point the 
two Chilians had concentrated their 
fire. The turret was hit by a heavy 
shell which passed through a port, ex- 
ploding inside, disabling one of the 
two guns, killing Aguirre and all who 
were serving the piece. The Huascar 
was now practically at the mercy of 
enemy, ungovernable and with half ber 
oflensivo power destroyed. Her of- 
ficers and crew were decimated; but 
the national flag was still flying 
in defiance, and no ono even whispered 
on surrender. Captain Melliton Carra 
jal took command after Aguirro's death, 
but was instantly taken below danger- 
ously wounded. First Lieut. Rodri- 
guez succeeded him, and a moment af- 
terward, shared the fate of the admiral 
and Aguirre. Lieut. Enrique Palacioh 
followed Rodriguez in command, and 
although severely wounded, continued 
in charge until the end of the bloody 
drama. Still the Huascar discharged 
her sole remaining canon at long in- 
tervals, as the very turret itself, only 
3t) feet in diameter, was choking up. 
with debris of shattered guns and bo- 
dies of dead and wounded. 

Below in tho dark and narrow com 
partments of the ship tho sceno was 
frightful. The dying and thoso who 
had perished were neaped indiscriinin 
ately together, and every few moments 
a shot from the enemy came crashing 
through the sides of the doomed ves- 
sel. The forecastle was completely 
shot away, the mast cut in two and 
the mitraileuse in the tops inutilized. 
Tho smoke-stack and the chimney 
were riddled with cannon balh, 
the propeller struck and fouled, 
ono gun disabled, and out of 116 men 
who went into tho action only SG were 
alive, and the majority of these hors du 
combvt. Five commanders had suc- 
ceeded each other in their perilous post, 
Three were dead, one grievously wound- 
ed and the fifth barely able to maintain 
his trumpet. The Chileans thought 
that the time had come to close and 
sent a boarding party to complete the 
victory. But the brave fellows of the 
Huascar drove them back with loss. 
This was the expiring effort. The 
Chileans sent another boarding party. 
This time they met with success and 
the Huascar was theirs.

Coal V0330I3 in Collision. 

At 3£ o'clock on the morning of the 
tlth inst. the American bark .lames Ches- 
ton, laden with British Columbia coal, 
and the British iron ship Eddcrsido, la- 
den with Australian coal, were lying off 1 
Front street wharf , S.F., when a gale arose j 
and the Oheston swung into tlio Edder- 
side, striking the latter's main rigging 
and carrying away her jibboom. Sho 
then swung across the bow of tho Edder- 
side. The jibboom of the latter caught 
in tho house of tho Oheston, ran into tho 
captain's stateroom, completely gutting 
it; caught in the inizzen rigging, where it 
was broken off — in the meantime having 
carriod away a portion of tho Choston's 
after standing rigging, including a main 
royal backstay, which b ought tho main 
royal mast, yard and all, to tho dock. 
The vessels then became fast, and the 
iron prow of tho Eddorsido striking tho 
starboard quarter of- the James Clioston 
just forward of the mizzon rigging, first 
carried away her rail and then cut through 
tho plank shear and into tho side, cut- 
ting hor down almost to the water's edge. 
During this time it was impossible to 
soparato tho vessels. Rockets wore sent 
up from the decks of both, anil the Eng- 
lish ship burned blue lights, whilo torches 
were waved by the crow of tho Choston. 
It was an hour after the collision occur- 
red, however, before tho Rescue and two 
other of Capt. Griffith's tug3 got along- 
side and succeeded in pulling the vessels 
apart. The James Oheston was soon af- 
terwards towed alongside of Jackson 
street wharf, where sho now lies. 
Ncithor of these vessels appear to have 
dragged anchor, but it being slack water, 
thoy wore so swung by the wind that the 
collision occurred. The Eddersido suffer- 
ed no material damage beyond the loss of 
hor jibboom and tho carrying away of a 
portion of the mainrigging.

Soino threo woeks ago N. W. Thibert 
of this city, an old and experienced minor 
and who for the past six years, in com- 
pany with his brother, has been ex- 
tensively engaged in mining in Cassiar, 
loft here with a party of friends for the 
Skagit mines for the purpose of observa- 
tion and investigation. His roturn has 
been anxiously awaited by a large number 
in this city disposed to gauge their esti- 
mate of the mines by his roport thereon, 
whether favorable or otherwise, ho being 
an export in this line. 

Mr. Thibert returned here by the boat 
on Tuesday morning and states that his 
party were six days in making tho trip up 
tho Skagit river from Mount Vernon to tho 
head of canoe navigation, poling their way 
along for the entire distance in one of 
those primative craft. The river, ho says, 
doe3 not offer as many obstacles to navi- 
gation as the Stickeon, and the current 
is much less swift. From the head of 
canoe navigation the party made the 
journey overland in two and one-half 
days to the diggings, packing from 75 to 
100 pounds each to tho man, over a 
very rough foot trail, though not so bad 
as has heretofore been represented. For 
instanco, the height of the precipice over 
which the minors have been represented 
as ascending by a rope a distance of 74 
feet, ho found to bo only 12 foet high, 
while many other Munchausen bug bears 
fade away proportionately. The trail, 
however, is sufficiently difficult for "all 
practical purposes," as Mark Twain would 
put it, and .Mr. Thibert, like all those 
who have preceded him to the 
mine, represent that something should be 
dono towards opening a bettor one. It 
will cost, ho states, from §8000 to §10,000 
to open a good pack trail, while a foot 
trail can be oponed for §1000. At the 
mines ho found work protty much sus- 
pended on account of high water. On 
tho Butcher claim a wing dam is being 
constructed for tho purposo of draining 
tho bed of the creek." The Boron claim 
has been worked down to bed rock and is 
panning out finely. From eight pans of 
surface gravel Mr. Thibert obtained 33 
cents and from five pans taken from tho 
rim rock ho obtained 50 cents. Other 
parties ho states aro panning out §5 per 
day from surface gravel. This ho states 
is richer than any gravel found in Cassiar. 
The gold ho believes will bo found in 
greatest quantities on tho bed rock, which 
in many places is from 12 to 20 foet bo- 
low tho surface and will bo found ex- 
tremely hard to work. Nothing ho states 
can bo dono till spring, although those 
who have claims opened will continue op- 
erations until tho 1st ult. or ovon later. 
On tho night of tho 1st inst., ho states, ice 
formed to a thickness of 2),- inches in the 
mines. Next srring Mr. Thibert confi- 
dently predicts a rush of from 1500 to 
2000 men at tho mines. 

Messrs. John Walsh, M. Goode, W. 
Ousterhart and J. Kearns, will leave Vic- 
toria this morning for Hope, whence it is 
their intention to strike across to the head- 
waters of tho Skagit River, which heads 
in British Columbia.

The prosecutor having taken tho stand 
and sworn to tho truth of his information, 
Mr. Mills applied for an adjournment 
until Thursday next, stating that ho had 
only just been instructed and wanted to 
obtain the attendance of a necessary wit- 
ness from Nanaimo. 

Mr. Davio objected to an adjournment 
and held that no matter what evidence 
was adduced tho Cou.t had no jurisdic- 
tion in tho matter. Ho claimed tho right, 
however, to cross-examino tho witness. 

Mr. Mills objected. 

His Honor over-ruled tho objection and 
said that it was much against his will to 
dotain a man in custody unloss the rowero 
good grounds for doing so. 

Mr.' Mills— Then I shall go on with my 
direct examination. 

Witness — I know the prisoner. My son 
entrusted him with a noto to 

Mr. Davio — Nover mind what your sou 
did. Tell us what you did. 

Witness, to tho Court— My son acts for 
mo at my store ; keeps my books, has tho 
keys of my safe and in fact anything that 
ho does I consider just tho same as if I 
did it myself. Ho acted for me on this 
particular occasion when he gave tho pri- 
soner the note to correct. 

Cross-examined — I came hero on Friday 
morning, but have not asked tho prisoner 
for the money ; I h ivo not been ablo to 
see him. 

Prisoner-- You have passed me a dozen 
times on tho street. You saw mo in gaol, 
but I did not want to have anything more 
to do with you then. 1 thought I had 
had enough of you when you put mo 
thore. 

Witness — I think the note was entrust- 
ed to the prisoner about a fortnight ago. 
He has had plenty of time to send mo tho 
money since he collec od it if he intended 
to send it at all. I heard a report that 
he had transferred his schooner and was 
about to leave the c 'imtry, so I came 
over to see about tho matter. 

Mr. Mills said h ■ did not intend at pre- 
sent to quote any authorities to show that 
tho Court had jurisdiction. He would 
merely press for an adjournment. 

Mr. Davio contended that thore was no 
bailment and that a civil suit was tho pro- 
secutor's remedy in the matter. 

His Honor granted tho application for 
an adjournment until Thursday morning 
and intimated that he would accept bail 
for tli o prisoner's appearance in two sure- 
ties of §250 each. 

Schooner Winifred.— A dispatch from 
Port Townsend dated the 13th inst. and 
forwarded to the Portland Oregon tan says: 
" The schooner Winifred, of this port, 
with about §750 coin and merchandise 
aboard for parties on tho Sound, was 
placed under the British flag at Victoria 
yesterday by her captain, W. Gilbert, who 
is said to have taken provisions and salt 
aboard with the intention of cruising in 
Alaska.

EUROPE,. . . 

LONDON, Nov. 13. — A telegram 
from Cape Town, October 2S, says 
the Boors at Potchesbroon have repeat- 
ed the Middleburgh outrage. The com 
mandant, Raft, left Middleburg in fear 
of his life. Ho reports tho Boor as de- 
termined to prevent the trials of of- 
fenders, which was fixed for October 
30. The Colonial secretary has held a 
conference with Moirosi, who refused 
to submit, and hostilities were accord- 
ingly resumed. 

The steamship Minnesota, arrived 
from Now York, has on board the crew 
of tho bark Royal Arch, takon off when 
tho vessel was in a sinking condition. 
Tho men had been at the pumps several 
days and ono had been washed over- 
board. Tho steamer sent a boat to 
rescuo. 

Tho Sheffield Daily Telegraph re- 
ports Edward Stanhope, undor Secre- 
tary of State for India, as saying, dur- 
ing a speech at Horn Castle that 
Parliament might last till this 
time next year, but in all probability 
it was very near its end, and ho took 
tho opportunity of advising li is hearers 
to prepare for an election at an early 
date. 

Strasburo, Nov. 12. — The wife of 
Baron Von Manteiiffcl, Governor-Gen- 
eral of Alsace Lorraine, is dead. 

Madrid, Nov. 12. — Preparations 
havo began for tho reception of the 
Arch Duchess Mario Christine at rail- 
way stations on tho way to Madrid. 

Ilea vy gales occurred yesterday at 
Scarborough, Liverpool, Kirkwall and 
Dundee, and caused sotno damage to 
shipping. 

Berlin, Nov. 13. — In the course of 
a debate in the lower houso of the 
Prussian diet to-day, upon a bill for 
tho purchase of railways by the govern- 
ment, Herr Migucls, in the name of 
the majority of the national liberal 
party declared in favor of tho govern- 
ment's views. 

— The RepxMique 
Francois announces that it lias been de- 
cided to remove Marshal Canrobort 
from the presidency of tho commission 
for the promotion of officers in the 
French army. 

INDIA. 

Simla, Nov. 13. — Troops of the ex- 
pedition under Gen. Baker surrounded 
a town in Chardeh valley and captured 
fifty prisoners and a largo quantity of 
arms. 

London, Nov. 12. — Col. Macphev- 
son reports that the country beyond 
Kho and Cabul is open and the road 
easy. 

UNITED STATES. 

Newport, Ky., Nov. 11. — Chas. 
Scheurer was shot and instantly killed 
to-day by Miss Annie Hod'. Sho called 
on him, accompanied by her brother, 
and demanded that he fulfill his prom- 
ise to marry her. He contemptuously 
refused, when sho fired a pistol which 
she held under her shawl, and he fell 
dead. Miss Hoff gave l"»rsoif up. She 
says that he ruined her undor promise 
of marriage and she does not regret 
her act. Scheurer was a saloon keeper 
in Cincinnati. 

New York, Nov. 14. — Regarding 
Pacific Mail affairs it is rumored that 
the company will soon mako a more 
favorable contract with the Panama 
Railroad Company, and that it is 
possible that no arrangement will be 
made with the Pacific roads for work- 
ing in harmony on through freight, but 
that they will, with tho support of tho 
Panama company, continuo as an in- 
dependent line.

Lord William Beresford, who was 
decorated by the Queen in person with 
tho Victoria Cross for gallantry at 
Ulundi, has now gono back to resume 
his duties as aide-de-camp to tho Vice- 
roy of India. Ho is a brothor of the 
Marquis of Water ford. The Bores - 
fords are a dashing set. Lord Charles, 
distinguished for the number of per- 
sons ho has rescued from drowning, is 
commander of the royal yacht now ap- 
propriated to the Prince of Wales, 
with whom he.is a great favorite. Tho 
mother of theso young men was sister 
to Mrs Cavandish Bentinck, whose 
daughter, Lady Sykes, recently attract- 
ed so much notice in New York. Their 
father was a clergyman, and succeeded 
to the titlo and estates when his bro- 
ther, the renowned practical joker, was 
killed by a fall from his horse. The 
present Marquis some years ago eloped 
with a married lady considerably his 
senior, whom society condemned as 
much the most to blame. Ho married 
her, but sho did not long survive, and 
then ho married a daughter of the 
Duke of Boaufort, and has turned into 
a reputablo country gontleman, almost 
always resident in his princely estate, 
Curraghmore, which, in point of its 
"demesne," is the finest thing in Ire- 
land. He has great physical power. 
The Beresfords, although still possess- 
ing political influence, do not dominate 
in Irish politics as they once did. The 
present head of the houso has evinced 
no political ability. 

It is strango how Irishmen get on in 
all other countries save their own. 
Three Irishmen were at the same time 
Governors-General of England's great- 
est dependencies — the Earl of Mayo of 
India, Lord Lisgar of Australia, and 
Viscount Monck of Canada — besides 
others of smaller colonies. Gavan 
Duffy and O'Shaughnessy havo been 
Premiers in Australia, and now Sir 
Georgo Grey, Governor-General of New 
Zealand, congratulates its Legislature, 
in his message, upon having elected for 
Speaker tho Hon. Georgo O'Rorke, a 
Galway man, "who possessed a know- 
ledge of Parliamentary law, e, courtesy 
and ability which could not bo found 
elsovvhere." 

Three weeks ago a police patrol on 
duty near Cooktown, Tyrone, found a 
prilled notice posted on a door of an 
outhouse belonging to a Protestant 
who lives in Dunmore, on the property 
of Mtne. do Bille. Rents — Tenant 
Farmers — Let each of you understand 
that no rents are to bo paid this year 
in the face of the famine. All the 
moneys you can save this fruitless 
season will not bo enough for the bare 
support of life, thereforo all are called 
upon to be of one mind on this ques- 
tion. Look to your families. The 
landlords are not in distress. If there 
be a recreant who will not hold out he 
will be strictly dealt with by tho Vigil- 
ant Committee." 

A correspondent of the Daily Ex- 
press writes: "As an instance of the 
distress which at present exists in 
some parts of the Queen's County, I 
havo been told to-day by a policeman 
that he recently went into the house of 
a small farmer some three or four 
miles from the Town of Maryboroughe 
to seek the amount of a trifling war- 
rant for road trespass which wus 
against him. It was about half-past 
eleven or twelve o'clock in tho day, 
and tho visitor was much surprised 
and shocked to find the poor man and 
his family, at the lato hour for the pur- 
pose, trying to make a miserable break- 
fast on what he described as "Indian 
meal porridge, for it could not be even 
called stirabout." The man could but 
make out a portion of even the small 
claim against him, and so touched was 
the poljceman by the evident hardship 



which he witnessed in the place that 
he said 'Never mind,' and determined 
to pay the remainder himself."
